Brief  Historical  Sketch  of  the 
Pacific  Coast  N  orwegian  Singers’  Association

This  Souvenir  Book  contains  a  carefully  drawn  up  program  which 
is  to  serve  as  the  official  program  of  this  24th  annual  sangerfest 
given  by  the  Pacific  Coast  Norwegian  Singers'  Association.  The 
programs,  as  outlined,  are  the  embodiment  of  those  things  which  the 
association  strives  to  foster  and  perpetuate,  namely,  the  appreciation 
of  good  music  and  singing. 

Music  and  song  have  always  been  considered  as  indispensible 
agencies  in  the  mental  development  of  nations  and  individuals. 
Where  there  is  a  lack  of  appreciation  on  the  part  of  these  potent 
agencies  there  we  will  inevitably  find  that  they  are  out  of  harmony 
with  nature  and  the  inherent  capability  of  mankind.  The  instrument 
which  is  not  used,  no  matter  how  good,  will  soon  be  out  of  tune  and 
contributes  no  part  to  the  scattering  of  sunshine  and  cheer  and 
making  the  world  brighter  and  better.  We  believe  it  a  duty  of  every 
individual  to  cultivate  these  uplifting  agencies  to  the  fullest  extent. 
A  singing  nation  is  a  prosperous  and  happy  nation  and  the  same 
ajjplies  to  homes,  organizations  as  well  as  individuals. 

Song  and  music  is  a  birthright  which  has  been  entrusted  to  all 
nations  in  a  greater  or  lesser  degree.  In  what  more  forceful  way 
can  the  feelings  of  the  heart  be  uttered  than  through  the  universal 
language  of  the  soul,  singing!  It  is  the  vehicle  which  the  innermost 
feelings  of  the  heart  are  voiced  and  which  cannot  help  but  find 
responsive  chords  in  the  hearts  of  others.  What  else  can  so  easily 
stir  our  heartstrings  to  vibrate  into  a  ready  response  of  that  which 
is  beautiful  and  ennobling  in  life  as  through  the  faculty  of  singing. 
Through  this  medium  are  the  bonds  of  loyalty  and  patriotism  for 
God  and  country  more  securely  strengthened  than  scarcely  through 


any  other  agency,  it  is  the  unifying  medium,  the  one  great  factor 
of  which  harmony  must  be  the  soul,  it  is  the  highest  form  of 
cooperation. 

That  such  a  birthright  has  been  entrusted  also  to  the  Norwegian 
nation  is  a  known  fact.  "The  Land  of  The  Midnight  Sun"  has 
always  been  a  singing  nation.  Surrounded  as  they  are  by  the  most 
marvelous  scenery  of  majestic  mountains  and  laughing  waterfalls 
they  have  caught  the  spirit  of  these  impressive  sceneries,  and  expe¬ 
riences,  and  put  them  forth  in  music  and  song.  But,  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  its  sons  and  daughters  have  come  to  America,  the  land 
of  their  choice,  and  as  such  have  contributed  there  in  the  pioneer 
building  of  the  land  of  their  adoption.  The  history  of  these  sturdy 
sons  and  daughters  is  prominently  entwined  into  the  threads  of 
American  history  and,  as  American  citizens,  have  always  proven 
themselves  loyal  and  patriotic  for  America,  her  flag  and  its  institu¬ 
tions  of  which  they  are  a  valuable  part  in  our  cosmopolitan  nation. 
But  there  is  one  trait  which  they  have  not  ceased  to  cultivate  and 
foster,  and  that  is  singing-.  Organized  singing  societies  are  to  be 
found  in  great  numbers  throughout  the  United  States.  The  Pacific 
Coast  Norwegian  Singers’  Association  was  already  organized  in  1902 
chiefly  through  the  efforts  of  F.  A.  Tomte  of  Portland,  Oregon. 
Sangerfests  have  been  held  almost  every  year  since  its  organization 
in  the  different  cities  on  the  coast.  This  is  the  third  sangerfest  held 
in  this  city,  the  24th  annual  sangerfest  of  the  Pacific  Coast  Norwegian 
Singers’  Association.  We  feel  it  a  distinct  privilege  to  have  you  as 
our  guests  during  this  annual  convocation  and  bid  you  all  a  most 
hearty  welcome  to  the  sangerfest  city.

PROGRAM  NOTES 


LANDKJENDING  (LANDSIGHTING) 

Norwegian  history  relates  how  internal  dissension  and  unrest  ren¬ 
dered  conditions  in  the  country  unsafe — how  Astrid  with  her  infant 
son,  Olaf  1  rygvasson,  fled  to  Gardarike,  Russia,  where  Olaf  grew  up. 
After  attaining  manhood,  he  harried  as  Viking  in  France,  Germany 
and  the  British  Isles,  in  Scilly  Islands  he  was  converted  to  Chris¬ 
tianity  by  a  hermit,  and  his  marauding  expeditions  ceased. 

After  some  years  spent  in  England  and  Ireland,  he  set  sail  for 
Norway,  fired  by  the  report  of  the  unpopularity  of  its  ruler,  Haakon 
Jarl.  Arriving  in  Norway  in  the  year  of  995,  he  was  unanimously 
accepted  as  king,  and  at  once  set  about  the  conversion  of  the  country 
to  Christianity.  He  thus  became  Norway's  first  Christian  king. 

The  arrival  of  Olaf  Trygvasson  on  Norwegian  soil  is  for  this 
reason  an  epochal  event  in  Norwegian  history.  Founded  on  these 
facts,  Bjornstjerne  Bjornson  wrote  his  poem  ''Landkjending”  to  the 
words  of  which  Grieg  has  set  his  glorious  musical  composition. 

It  concerns  Olaf's  voyage  to  Norway — his  fatherland — the  land 
which  he  had  not  seen  since  he  fled  from  it  as  a  child,  and  which 
he  now,  at  the  age  of  twenty-seven,  was  about  to  behold  again,  or 
rather  actually  behold  for  the  first  time.  The  history  tells  how  he 
kneeled  in  prayer  after  his  ships  and  army  had  landed.  Grieg  has 
clothed  the  king's  prayer,  which  constitutes  the  solo,  in  a  vestment 
of  sacred  garb  most  profound.  Finally  the  chorus,  as  king's  mighty 
host,  intonates  the  prayer  in  unison. 


I  GUD'S  FRI  NATUR  (IN  GOD'S  FREE  NATURE) 

Here  is  the  good  place  to  rest.  Let  us  sing  to  the  praise  of  our 
Creator.  Our  thanks  to  Him  in  Heaven! 

See  the  great  universe  around  us  as  a  proof  of  his  power.  With 
the  gentle  sound  of  the  wind  through  the  trees,  the  song  of  the 
birds  and  the  roaming  of  waterfalls  we  sing  to  thee. 


DEN  STORE  HVIDE  FLOK  (THE  VAST  UNNUMBERED  THRONG) 

This  beautiful  poem  was  written  by  Hans  Adolph  Brorson,  an 
eminent  divine  in  the  Danish  church,  who  died  in  1764.  It  lifts  our 
thoughts  from  earth,  and  a  revelation,  so  to  speak,  is  given  us  of  the 
Ransomed  Host  in  Heaven.  It  is  a  vast  unnumbered  throng,  all  robed 
in  white  “Like  thousand  mountain  craigs  of  snow.”  There  they  are 
with  their  God  and  worship  Him  in  one  eternal  Sabbath  Day,  'mid 
all  the  angels'  song  of  praise.  This  chorus  as  arranged  by  Grieg  is 
an  old  folk  tune  and  is  particularly  adapted  for  religious  services. 


HAV  (OCEAN) 

This  song  interprets  the  feelings  of  a  young  man,  wishing  himself 
out  on  the  great  ocean  with  its  broad  expanse,  its  billows  below  and 
the  blue  sky  above.  He  would  like  to  go  as  the  seagull,  sailing  over 
the  waters,  carefree  and  full  of  life.  A  good  interpretation  of  the 
desire  of  most  boys  in  Norway.
